Henry Sussman, a former resident 
of La Crosse, may plead insanity in 
defense on a charge of murdering his j 
girl wife last fall. 
Sussman was plac­ 
ed on trial before Judge Simpson in 
district court at St. Paul yesterday. 
The defense of insanity is indicated 
clearly by the questions being asked 
the veniremen by Sussman’s attorney, 
a colored man. 
“Have you any opinion or any con­ 
dition of mind that would prejudice 
you against an insanity defense?” is 
one of the questions invariably asked 
of the veniremen by the defendant’s 
lawyer. 
At the close of the day only four 
jurors had been accepted, and great 
fdifficulty was found in getting jury­ 
men who had not read of the case and 
formed an opinion as to the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant. 
Mrs. Fanny Sussman, 19 years of 
age, was found dead in bed on the 
morning of Sept. 27 in a room at the 
Glenwood hotel. Minneapolis, which 
-lie had occupied on the 
previous 
night. 
It was not until late in the 
day that the body was identified by 
the relatives of the girl, and then sus­ 
picion was directed toward her hus­ 
band. from whom she had been sep­ 
arated for a short time, but with whom 
she had attended the theater on the 
night she went to the hotel.

tel with the dead girl answered to that 
of Sussman, and it was found that he 
had disappeared.

Each na­ 
tional bank is required to deposit with 
the treasury in Washington govern­ 
ment bonds to the amount of the notes 
issued by it. and if the bank fails the 
bonds are sold, and out of the proceeds 
the notes are redeemed as they are 
presented. 
In fact, the government 
redeems these notes at any time, charg­ 
ing the amount so paid to its bond ac­ 
count with the bank. 
But while the 
government does not guarantee the de­ 
posits in national banks it safeguards 
them by close Inspection of the condi­ 
tion of all of them, so that there is sel­ 
dom a bad failure of a national bank.
